DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of Group III in the reply filed on 12 October 2004 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that Groups II and III are co-extensive in search 
and subject matter. This is found persuasive. Groups II and in, claims 98-1 17 and 1 18-137 are 
hereby rejoined. However, the restriction requirement between Groups I (claims 78-97) and II 
and III (claims 98-137) is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL.

4. Claims 136, 137, and 144 are objected to because of the following informalities: typos in 
claims 136 and 137 "SEQ ID No:" should be "SEQ ID NO:" to match the other claims. Claim 
144 ends with " --" replace with period alone (".") as double dashes may trigger printer 
problems. Appropriate correction is required.

5. Claims 98-104, 109-111, 114-124, 129-131, and 134-144 are free of the art. 

6. Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
